German Agents Made Many Er-
rors of Judgment—Impor-
tance of Watching

Cables

CIFTYHERE nre 100,000 GermAan sples on

Uniited Stutes poll,” sald Mr, Overman,
on the floor of the Senate, In urging the
passage of the esplonage bill, He wouid
have proved his point just as well If he had
sald there were half A dozen remily clever
sploe In the country. Spy fevers have awept
through ¥England and France, and nine-
tenths of the effort used to rout out the
hildden foos wan wasted becauss It empha-
sized tha mere number of the spies and
did not speciallzs tha ensentinl
“loakn'"—the getiing of Information and the
transmitting of it to Berlin. It may do us
no horm If there are 100,000 sples in our
midat, but one wireless plant concealed In
thie honrt of the Catskiile or in that most
ahscure pluce of all, the roof of a elty
bullding, would do harm snough.

Thete dre twn kindda of German sples,
who may be calied “military” and “psycho-
logical," The firut have 1o get Information
of Immediate wvalue and trapemit It ae
swiftly as possible, The second can be
more lelsurely in sending thelr reports, and,
judging from thelr past work, we can hope
that CGermany has many thousands of
peychologieal splen nt work here. It s
the business of these men and women to
judge the temper of the communitics they
Investigate nand predict what the people
would do in various eventualities. For ex-
ample, Gormany had aples all over Irocland
before the war. They told Prince Lichnow-
sy, thoe tlerman Ambassador at London,
that Treland would rise In revolution the
moment England declared war. So the
Prince told the Kalwer that he could count
on FEngland's belng unable to take & large
part fn n general war, torn ng she would
be by Internal diassnsion,

Spies Who “Fake"” News

Lichnownky had a waiter and n governess
working In County Corlk, They repurted
that southern Ireland was a network of
revolutionary plots But the Irish, after
the dentification of the sples, showed that
wititer and governess had “loafed on the
job."  They were pald for sanding reports
to the German embassy. and they had te
pend something, 1f they had pald there was
no plot, there would have been no more
work for them to do. And their superior,
the German agent who directly employed
them, thought he would have lost his job
It he had nothing to tell the Ambassador.
S0 that by tha time the reports were s~
semhblied in the Berlin intelligence ofMice
they were magnified beyond. recognition
Thus peycholagy “double-cronsed” the pey-
chologists, and when the Prinoce went back
to Berlin he was disgraced for not having
forescen that the Irish problem would not
tenr the Britlah emplre asunder

Bernwtorff wan slmilarly acoused on his
roeturn to Berlin. He waas told that hiws
agents whould have given him more correct
reports upaen apinion in America, but there
was not much need of agents in his work
of wizing up the United Siatea. The naws-
papers told him every day everything he
would want to kpow aboul American sentl-
ment

Military Secrets Learned

Rut though the German payeholoxy “spies
have fallad, thelr military sples seem to
have sarned thelr wages.

Rules concerning the sending of cablos
become strictor, "Peter Brown' la nsked
to prove his ldentity, He must bring a
witness to the cahle ofMice to ostablish his
Americanism and the bona-fide nature of
his message. The moment the new re-
sriction |s enforced the sples drop this
method of communication, for they take no
chances unless they have to

Private wircless is an abvious device, and
the time in probably near at hand when
every hamlet In the land will be search-
ing nelghboring woods on the report that
“suspleious  charmcters” have been sesn
thereabouts, It will bs no simple matter,
however, for sples to rig up temporary
wirelesn plants able to flash mesnages 2000
miles out to sea. We have not yet coine to
the wra of “pocket wireless” capable of dif-
fusing knowledge far around the earth's
ocurve. More feasible than wirelessing
from United States soll would be the estab.
lishment of & huge wirsless plant in Mex-
teo—unnlens, however, If telegrams to polnts
#outh of the Hio Grande are rigorously cen-
nored and thelr would-be sendera scrutin-
lzed and forced to prove thelr identity.

Spies in the Service

Once the telegraph and oable ars shut
down thers can be no ledh excopt through
the work of sples or traltors in the service
of the Government. Thers has been much
talk mbout the “plantlng” of sples In
forelgn armiss and navies hy the German
Government yesars before the war started
Even today England is exercised over re-
ports that all the men on her warships and
merchantmen are not British. 1t is pos
alble that there are some sples In our
services. But the consolation wo can enter-
tain concerning this Is the fact that oppor-
tunities for sending news would be »o
excoodingly rare. Wireless operators nre
under the direction of trustworthy ofMcers
and cannot send out personml calls when
they have n mind to,

The one real menace would be a mpy or
traltor In the War or Navy Department
whose business It would be to galn Informa-
tion about plans to mature some time in the
future. The Government is st Inst awake
to thin possibility, and dismissals of clerks
and others suspected of having a hyphenated
past can be expected to go ahead nt double
npoed, now that |t is belleved that the Gar-
mans knew jost where and when to look
for the American transports in midocenn
